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Sir: 


The Restriction Requirement dated June 9, 2004, takes the position that the claims 
are directed to patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: 

a. Figure 1 

b. Figure 5 

c. Figure 8 

The Restriction Requirement also states that claim 1 is a generic claim. 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicants elect Species (a) directed to 
Figure 1, which includes claims 1-5 and 9-16. Applicants agree that claim 1 is a generic 
claim. 


Applicants, however, traverse the Restriction Requirement. Claims 6 and 7 
correspond to Species (b) of Figure 5, and claim 8 corresponds to Species (c) of Figure 8. 
But claims 6-8 of Species (b) and (c) are indirectly dependent on claim 1. In view of this 
dependency, all pending claims (claims 1-16) should be presently examined, and the 
Restriction Requirement withdrawn. 

Early examination and allowance of all pending claims are respectfully requested.
